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Coins Relate History 


Netherlands Fascination 


Leads Coin Collecting 


Milton Strauch 
Daly City, Calif. 


The leading inspiration behind 
hobby collecting coins was 
longtime fascination with the 
history the Netherlands. The 
true extent this fabulous field 
gradually unfolded before 
time passed, and became 
aware the historic setting 
each new acquisition. 

Interest finds way group- 
ing and establishing its own 
organization, and 
most convenient presentation 
make this topic trace the 
development coins through the 
various eras. 


Early coins truly Dutch and 
Belgian national character cannot 
found before about 1572, for 
the region now know the 
Netherlands and Belgium was un- 
der foreign domination. The low- 
lands changed conquerors among 
the Burgundians, and the Spanish 
and Austrian Hapsburgs vari- 
ous times before nationalism took 
root and the people threw off for- 
eigh control. Coins used the 
Lowlands until 1572 emanated 
from whichever conqueror hap- 
time, and they reflected local 
character whatsoever. This early 
period holds little interest for me, 
which reflected collection 
few coins.

Before the 
siege was broken, however, the 
citizens ran out metal for coin- 
ing, and Bibles from the churches 
were collected and sent the 
temporary mint, where they were 
laminated and pressed into the 
original dies that were designed 
for metal coins. 


Haarlem did not fare well 
her sister city, and was retak- 
the Spanish after savage 
defense. The conquerors repris- 
exacted terrible vengeance, 
murdering all the soldiers the 
town. The governor Haarlem 
donated his personal silver ob- 
jects, which were melted down 
for coinage, and which 
collection includes 
paign dollar (1572). 1577, 
Haarlem was recaptured Wil- 
liam Orange, and permanently 
incorporated the United Nether- 
lands. This was the period when, 
along with the establishment 
Dutch independence, this tiny na- 
tion gained mastery the sea 
held for substantial 
length time. was not until 
much later that the British were 
challenge this position. 

The nine Southern Provinces 
(modern Belgium), were united 
1578, the Spanish. Prior 
this, they had supported the north- 
ern states (modern Netherlands) 
the revolt, but being unable 
gain their freedom, did their 


neighbors, they settled down 
remain under Spanish rule.

The treaty Westphalia, 1648, 
gave recognition independence 
the Netherlands. This was the 
start the so-called 
Age”. The individual provinces 
issued their own coins. Groningen, 
for example, struck half Cava- 
lier Gulden) gold piece, kept 
circulation until the time 
Napoleon. Likewise Utrecht mint- 
cavalier (14 Gulden). The 
other provinces issued the above 
well Gulden silver coins. 
Today’s modern Rixdollar 
development from the individuai 
silver Ducatoons, which first 
were struck 1659. 

The Netherlands Union, very 
small country, could not continue 
maintain her formidable naval 
position. The enriched motherland 
was fast growing soft, about the 
time the Peace Utrecht 
(1713), which ended the War 
the Spanish Succession, and the 
ground their formidable Brit- 
ish rivals. The Dutch were sym- 
pathetic with the cause the 
American colonial revolt, and re- 
lations with England deteriorated. 
This led open war 1780, 
when England captured several 
the Dutch colonies that she want- 
ed. The Peace Paris, 1784, 
wrote sad ending disastrous 
war, which the Dutch Empire 
started shrink. 


Belgium, the Spanish per- 
iod lasted until the Treaty 
Utrecht, 1713. The territory was 
given Austria, and became 
known. the Nether- 
lands. They pursued policy 
benevolent despotism, giving the 
local provinces large degree 
autonomy, witnessed their 
various coins minted their 
principal cities. Emperor Joseph’s 
disregard for Prejud- 
earned special dissatisfac- 
tion the Austrian Netherlands, 
and local revolt broke out 
Brabant province, 1788. Jo- 
seph died 1790, succeeded 
Leopold, who was statesman. 
his moderation was able 
quell the revolt and then restored 
their privileges. During this re- 
volt, Brabant issued two coins, 
the silver Crown 1790 (also 
known the Lion). 


1795, the French set the 
Batavian Republic the after- 
math and burst energy which 
followed the French Revolution. 
The same type coins continued 
minted the individual pro- 
vinces. This was period politi- 
cal confusion the Netherlands. 
Napoleon 1806 placed his broth- 
Louis the throne, ending 
the Republic. This new puppet 
kingdom lasted only four years. 
All mints the Netherlands were 
closed 1806, with the unique 
exception the one Utrecht. 
During the brief reign the too- 
gentle King Louis, who finally 
earned the dissatisfaction Bona- 
parte, the coins were changed 
design (denominations remaining 


the same), reproducing the effigy 


Louis the obverse, while 
the reverse the Dutch coat 
arms depicted quartered Na- 
poleon’s, adding the Imperial 
French eagles the Dutch lions 


1810, the Kingdom 
land was formally annexed 
integral part the French Em- 
pire. The Utrecht mint joined the 
rest the French Empire 
coining the various gold and sil- 
ver francs and minor coins, which 
were universal coinage the Em- 
pire. 

1792, the armies the 
French Republic overran the Aus- 
trian Netherlands, annexing them 
immediately and directly 
France. interesting episode 
this period found 1814, 
the time the rapid disinte- 
gration the French Empire, 
when the Allies were beseiging 
the city Antwerp. The French 
were forced mint emergency 
money, issuing and centimes 
pieces copper. 


With the overthrow Napoleon, 
the Netherlands and Belgium 
were united the Treaty Vi- 
enna, 1815, which proved 


unfortunate and unsatisfactory ar- 


rangement, terminated the 


revolution 1831, from which 
Belgium emerged indepen- 
dent state. Since that time, the 
two countries have remained 
their present form. The Dutch 
have depicted the ruling mon- 
arch their coins backed the 
coat arms the House 
Orange. The only exceptions 
this form are the two and one- 
ducat gold pieces, depicting the 
knight armor, per- 
sisting until 1854 and 1937 respec- 
tively. 

From 1831 on, the sole remain- 
ing Belgian mint, Brussels, fol- 
lowed the pattern its neighbor,

Venezuelan money has had 
very nebulous past. Strange 
may seem, there one book 
completely dedicated the his- 
tory Venezuelan Numismatics. 
The latter word signifies the sci- 
ence money and although 
science archaeologists and his- 
torians who wish trace the orig- 
mankind. Whatever pursuit 
followed since the be- 
ginning time has been related 
the question exchange. First 
barter and then the invention 
medium exchange which 
would facilitate barter. After all 
the only real purpose money 
exchange for some service 
commodity which require. 


the 18th century Venczuela 
was still rural area, speak, 
Colombia and recorded his- 
tory books General 
Venezuela”. Colombia was 
roughly the seat the Spanish 
Government which embraced Co- 
lombia, Panama and Venezuela, 
and significant that the rea- 
son for this organization was due 
the wealth Colombia over 
the areas its satellite neigh- 
bors. Gold and other riches were 
first found Colombia, well 
the third Spanish mint 
America, naturally became 
the seat Government over its 
surrounding colonies. There again 
the preponderance money! 


During this period time the 
circulation money, the form 
gold and silver coins, was very 
poor Venezuela. The mints 
Bogota and Popayan were crude 
examples compared with today’s 
standards and this was obviously 
due the lack technicue and 
equipment which characterizes to- 
day’s mints. 

Output coins from Colombia, 
therefore, was direct relation 
the methods utilized, 
Capitania General Venezuela 
was poor recipient its share. 
The Spaniards and Criollos who 
lived here were not exactly rich 
people. Venezuela did not have 
much export, therefore income 
from abroad was nil. There was 
little money and reality people 
did not need much this device. 
Most everyone produced the food 
‘required and clothing was uti- 
lized for years end. Conse- 
quently the few things which had 
acquired from another 
source were secured barter. 


During the early period Vene- 
zuelan history, however, there 
was one precious possession which 
was highly sought after and which 
served medium exchange. 
Pearls! Since the discovery the 
Island Margarita Columbus, 
pearls were exploited the 
Spaniards. them was assigned 
value direct ratio their 
weight. Early merchants carried 
with them small scales weigh 
the pearls which were utilized 
buy goods. Other commodities 
were utilized the colonizers 
barter for goods were cocoa 
beans. The extracted 
from these beans was highly 
prized Spanish homes, much 
spices from the Orient 
highly prized the Merchants 
Venice. 


With the growth Venezuela 
increase commercial rela- 
tions with the world, there was 
need for legal currency. 
Money was gradually coming from 
Mexico, Peru, Spain and even 
France. But this brought all the 
complications which usually 
tend mixed currency. Confu- 
sion reigned places where the 
French Franc was sought 
paid along with some Spanish 


maravedises, English Shillings 
and Mexican Reales. 
Benjamin Franklin’s maxim 


about necessity being the mother 
invention held true form and 


the first few years the Nine- 
teenth Century, Caracas opened 
its first mint the corner 


Cuno. Commensurate with the 
progress the country that 
time, was makeshift plant 
with crude equipment and metal 
low purity. 

Methods similar those the 
early years Colombian mints 
were utilized which produced 
coins the following denomina- 
tions: reales, reales, real, 
and real. some instances 
the coin produced weighed little 
more than the intrinsic value 
the meal, bits were filed off 
cut avay chisels. Indeed, 
arbitrary manner controlling 
weights and measures! The three 
larger denominations carried 
the obverse the Cross Santiago 
with the castles and lions the 
Kings Spain and the legend, 
F7, which stood for the monarch 
who reigned Spain that time, 
Ferdinand 7th. the reverse ap- 
peared the Arabic numeral cor- 
responding the denomination, 
PLUS ULTRA, the date, Caracas 
and which stood for Santa 
Bogota, the seat the 
Colonial Government. These 
coins are quite scarce and valu- 
able today they represent the 
first effort mint coins Vene- 
zuela under the Spanish Govern- 
ment. 


The war Independence 
brought chaos the money 
the country. There were banks, 
credit facilities and wealthy 
royalists buried their money. The 
Republican Government needed 
money very badly further their 
cause. the absence metal, 
hard money, the French ex- 
pedient paper money was bur- 
rowed, denominations one 
real. This proved disastrous. Peo- 
ple who bought goods store 
and paid with hard money refused 
accept paper money ex- 
change. Furthermore the curren- 
was relatively easy forge 
and soon the market was flooded 
with counterfeits. This state 
financial affairs certainly did not 
help the Republican cause one bit 
and soon paper money died nat- 
ural death. 


From 1811 1830 the Republi- 
cans minted several types coins 
which are today rarities. They 
consisted lower denominations. 
such real, real, and 
real. The first two types were 
made silver melted down from 
the personal possessions the 
few wealthy rebels. The third 
type was poor mixture copper 
and silver. 1830 real was 
minted the last effort the 
patriots. This priceless piece, 
claimed from good authority, 
originated from the silverware be- 
longing the Liberator Bolivar. 
The obverse shows Cornucopia. 
signifying abundance and one 
the symbols the new regime. 
The reverse show the legend 
VENZ. attesting its origin 
and its denomination. 


From 1830 until the Federation 
Venezuela chaos reigned. 
There was legal currency 
Venezuela. Coins all countries 
circulated and the various gov- 
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Needed 


ernments which ruled during this 
time made feeble efforts enact 
and enforce legislation this end. 
General Monagas had numerous 
coins made England but cop- 
per only. They were issued 
one centavo, half centavo and 
quarter centavo pieces. They were 
General Paez had coins 
minted Paris depicting his ef- 
figy with legend CIUDADANO 
ESCLARECIDO the obverse. 
the reverse appeared RE- 
PUBLICA VENEZUELA, date 
and the denomination. 


But neither Monagas nor Paez 
fulfilled the economic needs 
the country. Monagas’ coins for 
one part were fractional issues 
and Paez’s coins were minted 
small numbers 
never circulated. 


Finally 1879, General Guz- 
man Blanco founded the curren- 
with which are familiar to- 
day. founded the Bolivar 
Plata, the monetary unit 
Venezuela. This beautiful coin was 
designed Albert Barre, 
French designer. The first 
coins were therefore minted 
Paris. They consisted the half 
real, real, bolivar, 
two and half bolivar pieces 
(now nonexistent) and the five 
bolivar piece. Trial patterns were 
minted early 1873 which 
are today collector’s items, but 
the issues for general 
tion were released 1879.

doubtful whether any med- 
als record person’s life, his ac- 
complishments and 
fluenced this life faithfully 
the medals Napoleon 
Bonaparte. Almost his entire biog- 
raphy may illustrated with 
medals issued France and 
other countries during his life, 
and later years, when his im- 
pact, his rise and fall were fully 
realized. 

was born 1769 Ajaccio, 
Corsica, sent Military School 
Briennes, France, 1779 and 
graduated from Military School 
Paris 1785 with the rank 
Sublieutenant the Artillery. 
then returned Corsica. 


1793 Napoleon rejoined the 
French army Lieutenant 
the Artillery. France had gone 
through hectic years since 1789, 
when the underprivileged classes 
revolted the feudal op- 
pression. The climax the revo- 
lution came July 14, 1789, 
when excited mob stormed the 
famous French prison Bas- 
and established new gov- 
ernment “‘La Par- 
is. This day liberation still 
celebrated yearly France 
Bastille Day. 

revolutionary Tribunal gov- 
erned this new Republic under 
Robespierre and 
based the American Declara- 
tion Independence was drawn 
similar preamble our consti- 
tution, “Declaration the 
Rights Man”. The Tribunal was 
marked corruption. Robe- 
spierre himself was executed 
1794. The reins Government 
were taken over 
which was not much better than 
the Robespierre regime. 


Napoleon attracted the attention 
his superiors Toulon 1793. 
The city was the hands the 
English and Monarchist rebels, 
backed England. When his bril- 
liant strategy won the town, 
was promoted Brigadier Gen- 
eral. 

1795 was the man the 
hour. ruthlessly put down 
new uprising against the Repub- 
lic Paris use artillery 
against the rebels. casually 


Shortly after this one-sided 
street battle met Josephine. 
Her first husband, Viscount 
Beauharnais, who incidentally had 
fought the American Revolution 
under Lafayette, had been vic- 
tim the Guillotine. Napoleon 
had honored Beauharnais’ son, 
Eugene’s request return his fa- 
ther’s sword. When his mother 
came thank Napoleon, was 
love first sight, resulting 
marriage March 1796, four 
days after Napoleon was named 
Commander the Italian Cam- 


paign. The marriage proved 


stormy one. Josephine deceived 
him with many boy friends, but 
Napoleon loved her deeply and 
saved the marriage avoid 
scandal. 

1797 Napoleon was made 
Commander the Italian Cam- 
paign, which had been going poor- 
that time. was then 
years old. transformed 
ragged, starving and demoralized 
horde soldiers into invinc- 
ible army. Upon taking command 
told his troops are hun- 
gry and naked. The Republic owes 
you much, but she has not the 
means pay her debts. have 
come lead you into the most 
fertile plains, the 
Rich provinces, opulent towns, all 
shall your disposal. With 
such prospects, can your cour- 


fail?” 


The soldiers worshipped him, 
because kept his word and 
mitted them enrich themselves. 
won three great victories 
Pidmont and Lombardy. The 
Peace Treaty Camp Formio 


was dictated him. 

Napoleon formed two new 
Liguria, the present 
French Riviera, and the Cisalpine 
Republic, which was created 
plebiscite, which course 
controlled, all glorified Med- 
als. 


Napoleon not only managed 
keep this wonderful army, which 
lived off the land cost 
the republic, but addition 
dispatched Paris millions 
money well valuable paint- 
ings, statues and priceless manu- 
scripts. One the medals shows 


the famous statue Venus 


Medici which sent France. 
Today back the Uffizi 
Galleries Florence. The other 
famous Venus Statue, the Venus 
Milo, which now the 
there 1830 Louis XVIII. 

England disliked Napoleon. For 
while toyed with the idea 
invasion the British Isles, 
and decided strike England’s 
economy through Egypt. led 
expedition into Egypt 1798 
and while won the battle 
the Pyramids, lost his fleet 
Abukir. His famous words 
the Army the battle the Py- 
ramids are inscribed medal, 
“Soldiers from the summit 
these Pyramids Forty centuries 
look down upon you.” 


word French reverses Italy 
and hurried back Paris. did 
not find the same France had 
left. Italy had practically been 
lost. The Directoire caught be- 
tween the Royalists one side 
and extreme revolutionists the 
other, had little power and dignity 
left. The situation was ripe for 
new leadership. 

October 1799, with the 
help his brother Lucienne, 


sudden coup d’Etat 


lished the patterned 
old Roman lines. The Three 
Consuls who were named, were 
Bonaparte, First Consul; Com- 
paceres, Second Consul; and Le- 
brun, Third Consul. Actually the 
second and third Consul had little 
say. Napoleon permitted 
check his authority. The night 
his election told Josephine, 
“Tomorrow will sleeping 
the Royal moved 
in, held court like Monarch and 
set about suppressing all opposi- 
tion. The Senate, the Legislature, 
all created the same Consti- 
tution, ceased safeguard 
for the Republic. They became 
his assistants and ruled 
undisputed dictator. 


The medals now show him 
First Consul, there more 
mention second third 
Consul. was, however, con- 
structive lawmaker. made 
peace with the church, halted 
inflation, formed the Bank 
France, and established the fa- 
mous Napoleon”, mile- 
stone the development mod- 
ern Civil Law. built the Simp- 
lon Tunnel, connecting France 
and Italy, remarkable engineer- 
ing feat. After attempt his 
life purged the Chamber 
Deputies, and suppressed liberal 
newspapers. 

1800 began his conquest 
Europe. Just look his rec- 
ord. crossed the Rhine and the 
Danube. conquered Bavaria 
and made victorious entry into 
Munich. crossed the Alps via 
the St. Bernard Pass and de- 
feated the Austrians Marengo. 
His peace treaty with the Aus- 
trians Luneville recorded 
medal. rewarded his vic- 
torious officers forming the 
other honors and decorations 
his faithful. 1803 was elécted 
Consul for life, but that did not 
his ambitions. insisted 
becoming Emperor and 1804 
docile Senate passed the de- 
cree and also gave him the right 
choose his own successor. 


The coronation took place 
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Starting top, left right, Legion Honor, Battle the 
Pyramids, Battle Esslingen, the Iron Crown, Battle Moskau, 
Coronation Milan, Conquest Naples, the Imperial Family, 
Battle Waterloo and Peace Tilsit. 


Starting top, left right, The Emperor, Louise, Regent 
France; Simplon Tunnel, the Triumphal Arch, Defeat Austria, the 
King Rome, Napoleon and Charlemagne, Crossing the Rhine 


meeting with Franz Austria. 


Notre Dame Cathedral De- 
cember 1804. Pope Pius VII 
came from Rome officiate, but 
Napoleon took the Crown from 
the Pope’s hands and put 
his own head. also crowned 

reorganized the French mint 
and issued ‘‘Royal specie.and Cur- 
Later crowned himself 
King Italy second corona- 
tion Milan. The crown used 
was the Iron Crown worn 
Charlemagne. 


Great festivities followed the 
coronation, but old 
enemies gave him little rest. Eng- 
land, which had already declared 
war France 1803, formed 
alliance with Austria, Russia, 
Sweden and Prussia against him, 
engaging him war from 1805 
until 1807. 


Again crossed the Rhine. 
defeated the Austrians Auster- 
litz. defeated the Russians 
Friedland. bested the Prus- 
sians Jena. created buf- 
fer state out Prussian terri- 
tory, forming the Rhine Federa- 
tion. made peace with Sweden 
and signed peace treaty with 
the defeated Nations Tilsit. You 
can see kept the medal mak- 
ers busy. Now was undisputed 
Master Western Europe. Eng- 
land had allies left the 
mainland, set about remake 
the map Eurppe. Many his 
medals record the 


put his brother Louis 
the throne Holland. reunited 
Venice with Italy. conquered 
Naples and added the territory 
entered Berlin Con- 


queror through the Brandenburg 


the powerful Kings Saxony. 
met with Emperor Franz Aus. 
tria Uschitz. result this 
meeting took Vienna and 
Pressburg without bloodshed. 
set court the beautiful 
cestral castle Schoenbrunn near 
Vienna and received 
from France there. The Great 
Triumphal Arch erected 
for his return still stands. 

1809 Austria attempted re. 
new the warfare. Napoleon 
promptly entered Austria 
crossing the Vistula under fire, 
defeated the Austrians 
lingen. Again set 
quarters beautiful 
brunn. that time had 
new love, the Polish Countess 
Walewska, who lived with him 
bliss and splendor Scheon- 
brunn. 


returned Paris Jan- 
uary, 1810. Once back France, 
Napoleon decided that his fame 
would enhanced connect- 
himself with royalty. told 
Josephine that the empire needed 
heir, that would have 
divorce her childless, 
was terrible blow her 
first but seems that she soon 
consoled herself with new par- 
amour. 

But where pick the Empress, 
After family conference, 
which, strange relate, Joseph- 
ine’s son, now Napoleon’s trusted 
Adjutant, participated, was 
cided pick one the daughters 
Franz the First Austria. 
mother had seventeen and there 
seemed fair enough chance for 
heir. Napoleon addressed 
letter the Emperor Aus- 
tria. sent with delega- 
tion, loaded with gifts for the 
new bride. made clear 
the letter that did not expect 
negative answer. 


The Bride arrived. Napoleon 
was pleased, she was not bit 
plain looking for mail order 
bride. They were married with 
great pomp April 1810. Many 
medals were struck commem- 
orate the wedding Napoleon 
and Marie Louise. One showing 
the couple dressed Roman To- 
gas was undoubtedly aimed 
impress the Italians. 

Italy was also honored that 
occasion, when Napoleon, dedicat- 
French Academy Rome, 
his second capital. 


The greatest joy Napoleon’s 
life came March, 1811 when 
his son was born. bestowed 
him the title, Rome” 
and please the Austrian moth- 
and named him officially 
his successor. The French 
people had pet name for him. 
They called him the 
little Eagle. Shortly after his 
was born, brought his 
tress, Waleska, and her son 
Paris. 

There beautiful medal 
picting one Napleon’s proud- 
est moments, the baptism his 
son.

Soon other trouble spots arose. 
Peninsular war Spain broke 
out. did not take long 
quer Madrid and Napoleon named 
his brother Joseph King 
Spain.

poleon formed the Grand Army 
subdue his only remaining riv- 
al. entered Moskau after 
great battle September 1812, 
but learned the same night the 
terrible Russian Strategy. 
scorched earth policy caused 
poleon’s Grand Army retreat 
The retreat soon became 
plete route and Napoleon lost 
half million men. 


The hold had his 
subjects was amazing. 
Paris formed new army 
proceeded fight new coalition 
formed his old enemies 
cluding England. led his army 
back into Germany but was 
cisively defeated Leipzig. 
fled back France and was 
Fontainebleu when the Tsar

When unknown South Ameri- 
can gold miner first produced 
platinum 1747, little did real- 
ize that the heavy, white metal 
held his hands would some 
day renowned the heavest, 
hardest, and most valuable metal 
ever used for coinage. 


For more than years, the 
Andes Mountains South Ameri- 
remained the world’s only 
source platinum. Spain made 
good use her new resource. 
Nearly one quarter all platinum 
coins are Spanish. Spain herself 
issued different varieties 
platinum coins, record that still 
stands. was not until 1904 that 
Spain issued her last platinum 
coin.

1876, the 
Third Republic struck the last 
platinum specimen Franc 
piece. was not until 1890 that 
French platinum coinage resumed 
with the striking nickel proj- 
ect coin platinum, and 
Centime piece also dated 1891. 
France ceased platinum coinage 
with the striking Bompas 
Centime necessity coin 1917 
platinum. 

1807, George III authorized 
Great Britain strike platinum 
penny and platinum 
sixpence token 1812. was 
1861 that Queen Victoria reauth- 
orized platinum coinage for Eng- 
land and few British Colonies. 
This coinage stopped with the 
Jubilee issues 1887. 


Contrary common belief, the 
United States played very im- 
portant part early platinum 
coinage. all began with the 
striking three platinum speci- 
mens the 1814 half dollar. 
Despite the date, letter now 
National Archives indicates that 
these pieces were struck some- 
where around the year 1840. 
From 1844 1879, when platinum 
was worth less than silver, many 
counterfeiters found quite prof- 
itable strike platinum 
mens five and ten dollar gold 
pieces and, plating with 
circulate them gold coins.

1824, platinum was first pro- 
duced from the Ural Mountains 
Russia.

platinum half Rouble. The success 
this led the striking his 
coronation jetons and medals 
Platinum. then authorized the 
Rouble coins 1828, 1829 and 
1830, respectively. These are the 
only examples history affords 
platinum coins being officially 
struck for circulation. 


Unfortunately, platinum re- 
duced value, the Russian pub- 
lic showed hostility toward these 
coins and forced their discontin- 
uance 1845. Despite the failure 
his idea, Nicholas will al- 
ways remembered the 
world’s first platinum collector, 
for was avid numismatist 
who, obviously, specialized 
platinum. 


1826, the Netherlands struck 
Guilder platinum piece 
Brussels. This unique coin was 
the only Dutch platinum piece 
ever struck. Many other countries 
stopped after one attempt plat- 
inum coinage. The 1914 Austrian 
Krone and 1868 
Kreuzer piece were among these. 
The 1830 Frederick D’Or Den- 
mark failed did the Italian 
Lire coin dated 1863. The undated

Basic Knowledge Series Number Three 


Roosevelt Dime Study 
Easiest For Beginner 


Neuce 


Today’s column, written ex- 
pressly for coin collecting begin- 
ners, will cover basic steps nec- 
and will start with the popular 
Roosevelt dime series which the 
least difficult master. 

The Roosevelt dime was de- 
signed John Sinnock. His 
initials appear the ob- 
(Front) this coin which 
bears portrait Franklin 
Roosevelt. The initials Sinnock 
located the left the 
beneath the neck 
velt. 


Mint marks the Roosevelt 
dime series will found the 
reverse side near the bottom 
the Liberty torch and the left 
this torch. Surrounding the 
torch laurel and oak sprays. 

Roosevelt dimes bearing the 
Mint mark were struck 
the Denver branch the U.S. 
Mint. the coin has 
beside the torch handle, 
branch, and mint mark 
found was struck the main 
Mint Philadelphia which with 
the exception the war-time 
nickel does not use mark 
identfication. 


Since the San Francisco Mint 
branch ceased operation 1955, 
the only mint mark the 
Roosevelt dime after 1955 will 
the “D” Denver. 

The beginner should experience 
little difficulty assembling the 
Roosevelt dime set all varie- 
ties are still circulation. 
few are getting scarce but with 
little patience they can 
found. 


The scarce Roosevelts include 
the 1949-S with mintage 
13,510,000; the 1950-S with mint- 
age 20,440,000; and the 1951-S 
with mintage 31,630,000. 

Several later dates have low 
mintage number but are plentiful 
with the exception the 1955-D 
and the 1955 plain. Only 12,823,- 
381 struck the Philadelphia 
Mint during 1955, and Denver 
only 13,959,000 were struck. 


The beginner should now 
his coin supply dealer and pur- 
chase folder hold Roose- 
velt dimes. These usually sell 
35-cents each unless one wants 
folder with plastic slides. The 
plastic slide holders cost consid- 
erably more. dealer 
available, these folders can 
purchased mail from any 
many dealers advertising this 
newspaper. 

Examining the folder, find 
indented circle for each year 
and mint mark the Roose- 
velt series. Beneath indented 
also find valuable in- 
formation the number coins 
minted each mint. Each circle 
plainly marked what mint 
mark should put there. 


Now, begin assemble our 
collection: 

The easiest and least expensive 
way complete the Roosevelt 
going through pocket 
change and going through 
rolls obtained from your bank 


grocer. The latter two require 
cause each complete roll contains 
dimes. 


Most bank tellers are either 
coin collectors familiar enough 
with the hobby lend valuable 
assistance the beginner. When 
approaching the teller for roll 
(or rolls) coins, explain 
him that you are just beginning 
collect coins and would appre- 
ciaté obtaining coins that have 
not been searched through 
other collectors. 

Although the

Most bank employees are ac- 
quainted with this practice and 
are usually eager as- 
sistance the new collector. 


Naturally, you will find excep- 
tions this rule. such 
event, remember your next 
visit the bank select another 
teller. the same time, remem- 
ber that the bank teller has 
job and cannot devote all 
his time coin collectors. 

The bank not the only good 
source supply, either. Remem- 
ber the corner grocery, service 
stations, and friends 
probably happy assist you 
saving their change for occa- 
sional checking. 


The number rolls beginner 
should purchase depends, quite 
naturaliy, upon the size 
pocketbook. 

Now, have some coins for 
checking; have the folders 
put them in, and have lined 
source supply. 


With the equipment now 
hand...we are ready begin coin 
collecting earnest. 

Spreading our dimes out 
table, protected soft cloth 
between coins and table top, our 
first job separate Roosevelt 
dimes from Mercury dimes. The 
Mercury dimes will saved for 
later discussion. 


Picking our first Roosevelt 
dime, notice that shows 
signs considerable wear. The 
letters are worn but still 
plainly readable, and all other 
features the coin show wear 
but still remain clear. How 
class this particular coin. 

Since there are several differ- 
ent grading conditions, let’s take 
time right now study them. 
Grades include uncirculated coins, 
extra fine coins, very fine coins, 
fine coins, very good coins, good 
coins and fair coins. Coins that 
are mutilated are not collectors 
items unless very rare date, 
and are used only fillers until 
better coin can found. 


uncirculated coin one that 
has never been placed circu- 
lation. These can usually pur- 
chased from your local bank 
shortly after issue the mint 
each year. 

class coin extra fine 
would have still retain some 
its mint lustre and show very 
little wear. 


Very coins are coins that 
show signs wear the high 
spots but still have enough mint 
lustre noticeable. 

Fine coins have mint lustre 
and shows signs circulation but 
all letters and designing are still 
near perfect. 


very good, coin must 


have nice clear date with all 
features clear and lettering still 
plainly visible, and have complete 

the coin shows much wear, 
but design and lettering still 
plain, can classified good. 


Anything less than the above 
could graded better than 
fair and would saved only 
filler. 


With this information hand 
will appear obvious that the 
grade better than good, but 
collectable coin and one worth 
saving. 


Let’s aSsume this particular 
dime bears mint mark and 
dated now look for the 
indentation the coin folder cor- 
responding with this date and 
mint mark, and simply place our 
first coin this space. 


From this point on, little diff- 
culty should experienced 
completing the Roosevelt dime 
series. If, along the way, 
should find few coins this 
series that appear odd 
any way, let’s put them aside for 
additional study later on.

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Merry Monarch Ruled Hawaii 


Hawaii’s King Kalakaua 
Pictured Silver Coins 


Lew Raymond 


After the death the last 
the Kamehameha line Kings, 
election was held determine 
which the Alii, the chiefs, 
would become the new rulers 
the Kingdom Hawaii. The chief 
contenders for the throne were 
David Kalakaua and his sister Ly- 
dia Liliuokalani. 


Lydia Liliuokalani was ar- 
dent monarchist and tended fa- 
vor the British all internation- 
treaties. Her brother, David 
Kalakaua, was more liberal and 
favorable toward the United 
States government. Most the 
sugar planters looked the Unit- 
States for financial assistance 
and market for their sugar. 


During the Civil War, the north- 
ern states, due the curtailment 
sugar from Louisiana and 
Cuba, had purchased large quan- 
tities sugar Hawaii. Follow- 
ing the settlement the Civil 
tariff barriers were again 
raised against Hawaiian sugar. 
The sugar planters hoped re- 
this market. Hence they 
threw their influence and money 
support David Kalakaua for 
the new King, they felt that 
would most acceptable the 
United States and would useful 
regaining their lost sugar mar- 
kets. 


1874 immediately after Da- 
vid Kalakaua was elected King 
Hawaii, was sent the U.S. 
the sugar tariff. made 
Grant and Congress deeding them 
the area Pearl Harbor for 
Naval Base return for re- 
duction the sugar tariff. 


the time Kalakaua became 
King Hawaii, the Kingdom had 
coinage their own except 
the copper cent 1847 bearing 
the head King Kamehameha 
The laws 1845 and 1846 had 
provided for the issuance this 
coinage along with the Dollar, 
dollar, dollar and dollar 
valued 12% cents. Silver 
the United States was the most 
common coinage circulation 
that time, supplemented Brit- 
ish Shillings, French Franc 
pieces, Italian Lire pieces and 
Spanish, Mexican and Peruvian 
half dollars. 


Upon his successful negotiation 
the tariff reduction the U.S. 
and his return Hawaii, King 
Kalakaua was encouraged 
make trip around the world. The 
King was entertained most 
the ruling monarchs Europe 
and upon his return his king- 
ished with red plush and gold 
which would have done credit 
any musical show. The king had 
seen how other foreign monarchs 
lived and was determined 
live similar style. loved 
good food and horse racing and 
poker 


One his principal partners 
poker was Claus Spreckels, 
leading sugar planter and 
ist, who said knew when 
was most profitable lose the 
king. one time was said 
Spreckels held four Aces and bet 
heavily against the king. The 
King, who held four kings, bet 
more than his limited budget 
would allow and when the show 
down came insisted that five kings 
would beat four aces. Spreckels 
asked him how five kings 
and Kalakaua replied there were 
four kings the table and that 
was the fifth. 


Being the good business man 
that was, Spreckels allowed the 
king win the pot was 
really playing for bigger stakes, 
which included the government’s 
favor and influence. 


After King 
around the world, was con- 
vinced that any real ruling mon- 
arch should have coinage issued 
with his picture upon it. Walter 
Murray Gibson, Kalakaua’s most 


influential minister, promoted the 


idea Hawaii having coinage 
her own with the King’s pic- 
ture upon it. 


When the King looked around 
for agent for the government 
issue coinge, who was more 
logical than his poker partner 
Claus Spreckels. authorized 
Spreckels have minted the 
San Francisco mint one million 
dollars worth Hawaii silver 
four denominations, corresponding 
similar U.S. coins author- 
ized the coinage laws 1845 
and 1844. 


1883 Claus Spreckels, bank- 
er, sugar planter and poker part- 
ner the King, arranged have 
four silver coins prepared 
Charles Barber, engraver the 
Philadelphia mint, and stuck 
the San Francisco mint, the 
total amount million dol- 
lars. For this service Spreckels 
was reputed received 
per cent $140,000. 


The merchants and plantation 
owners had much say about the 
relative value these coins 
compared with the comparable 
coins. Between December 12, 
1883, and March 11, 1885, the 
Chamber Commerce held 
meetings the subject the 
coinage issue. They threatened 
devalue the Kalakaua coins 
per cent and even instituted 
lawsuit prevent their issuance. 
The Chamber Commerce was 
behind this law suit prevent 
their issuance. The Chamber 
Commerce was behind this law 
suit they feared the addition 
more silver coinage would deval- 
uate Hawaiian credit 
crease the cost paying foreign 
debts and therefore raise living 
costs throughout the islands. The 
law suit was lost technical- 
ity, but cast odor sus- 
picion over the whole Spreckels- 
Kalakaua silver operation. 


November 17, 1883, the first 
coinage silver half dollars was 
begun the San Francisco mint. 
The first shipment silver coin- 
age the amount $130,000 ar- 
rived Hawaii December 
1883. arrived the nick 
time for, one newspaper said, 
“The Treasury has been almost 
bare Mother Hubbard’s well 
known The editor said 
the Kingdom was almost bank- 
rupt. The first the Merry Mon- 
arch’s money was issued January 
14, 1884, the same day that the 
bank Spreckels Co. opened 
for business. Both the Spreck- 
els’ bank and Treasury made the 
coinage available and June
